Edward F. Byrne, a retired 
New York City police captain and travel- 
ing companion of trainer James Fitz- 
simmons, died April 17 in New York 
after being operated on for a stomach 
disorder, and restaurateur James Bro- 
cato, better known as Diamond Jim Moran, 
died April 13 of a heart attack at New 
Orleans. 

Mr. Byrne, for whom the 1934 Pau- 
monok Handicap winner Sgt. Byrne was 
named, retired from the police force in 
1956 after more thar. 40 years of service. 

Diamond Jim Moran was an annual fix- 
ture at the Kentucky Derby. He fre- 
quently sported diamond-studded spec- 
tacles, gold-plated binoculars with dia- 
mond nameplate, diamond-studded front- 
tooth bridge.

I am told that he redeems himself from such 
nonconforming adventures by his sheer speed. 

. I understand that his hanging back might 
be the result of a traumatic experience in his 
early races when he was hit by heavy clods from 
the hooves of other horses. But I venture at this 
peint that Silky does not possess what we com- 
monly call the “herd instinct.” It is what makes

FLORIDA 
Mr. Brooks 


Miami. Steve Brooks, leading rider at 
the Gulfstream Park meeting, walked 
quietly into the jockeys’ room at 11:30 on 
the morning of the final Saturday of 
Florida’s racing season. 

He checked program proofs to make 
certain of his day’s mounts, bought a cup 
of tea, and drifted outside to sit in the 
sun. Now 35 years old, Steve had been 
riding in excellent form, winning 27 races 
at the meeting and passing the 3,000 mark 
in races won. 

The previous Saturday he had ridden 
Belleau Chief to victory in the Biscayne 
Bay Handicap, qualifying both the colt 
and himself for the Kentucky Derby. 
Brooks, who won the 1949 Derby with 
Ponder, signed to ride Belleau Chief 
shortly after his triumph in the Biscayne 
Bay. 

To one who had watched Steve for years 
in the paddock and walking rings and on 
the track, his appearance “out of uni- 
form” was something of a surprise. With 
silks and riding cap, he is a picture of a 
tough, rugged, harsh individual; without 
that cap pulled over his head Steve seems 
entirely different. He is a good-looking 
man, with dark hair graying at the tem- 
ples. He is friendly, articulate. soft-spoken. 

He was asked if riders, as they got 
older and acquired families. tended to 
take fewer chances. 

“I can’t say that.” he said. “It’s true 
that when you get older and get more 
experience you don’t take the same chances 
that you do when you're a kid. The older 
riders protect the young ones; that’s why 
some of these young punks get away with 
some crazy stunts when they break in, 
tuff they don’t get away with later on. 

“If I was afraid out there I wouldn’t be 
riding. Sure, some riders create fear— 
after they've had a bad spill, sometimes. 
It's the same thing with racing-car drivers. 
But you pull out of it, or else you quit 
riding. 

“Sometimes it looks like a jockey isn’t 
willing to take a chance, but mostly it’s 
because of the horse’s peculiarities. Some- 
limes you go to the outside with a horse 
because it’s the only way that horse will 
tun his race.” 
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Brooks has been riding for 20 years and 
has been quite fortunate in avoiding in- 
jury. While he has had about 20 spills, he 
can recall only 2 that put him out of ac- 
tion, only one in which he was knocked 
unconscious. 

“In °39 I cracked an ankle riding in 
Cuba. In °43 at Fair Grounds I took a bad 
spill at the head of the stretch and got 
knocked out. Smashed some teeth. In °52 
and °53 I busted my collarbone going 6 
furlongs right here at Gulfstream. 

“That’s the only bad ones.” He tapped 
his head with the knuckles of his right 
hand. “Knock on wood, I’ve been lucky.” 

Steve is highly competent coming from 
off the pace or on the front end. But he 
prefers to come from out of it. 

“When I started riding I took to rating 
horses and it worked fine. I won a lot of 
races on horses that had been going on 
the lead and quitting, and I’ve always liked 
horses that run that way. 

“When you’re on the lead you’re under 
constant pressure. There’s no telling how 
many challenges you'll have to turn back. 
You’ve got to keep your horse running 
every step of the way. It takes a lot out of 
a rider unless the horse just gallops. 

“T try to ride to trainers’ orders. Some- 
times, though, you can’t do it. Something 
goes wrong at the break, and all the 
orders go out the window. Some trainers 
give you so many orders they end up con- 
tradicting themselves before you get out 
of the walking ring. Most of them, though, 
don’t have much to say after you’ve ridden 
their horse 2 or 3 times.” 


The Biggest Thrill 


Brooks is guarded in his opinion of 
Belleau Chief’s chances in the Kentucky 
Derby. “He’s an improving colt, and he 
comes from behind. That'll be in his favor 
going a mile and a quarter. There are 
some tough horses to beat, though.” 

Brooks rode Nadir in the Flamingo 
Stakes at Hialeah Park, and the colt ran 
a disappointing race. “I had to hustle him 
and get him to running early because the 
post was against him. It probably would 
have been better if [’d been able to lay 
back and make one run with him. He was 
sick most of the winter; I don’t think he 
was at his best. He'll be a tough horse 
in the Derby.”

Brooks’ Kentucky Derby aboard Ponder 
was far and away his biggest thrill. 

“There’s no hokum about that.” Steve 
said. “It’s the greatest thrill of all races. 
People in the sticks may never see a horse 
race, they may not know one end of a 
horse from another. But the first question 
they ask you when they meet a jockey is. 
‘Did you ever win the Derby?’ 

“Other tracks have tried to copy the 
Derby but nobody’s come close. There’s 
so much tradition no one’s going to top it 
in the minds of the people. I think it’s the 
ambition of every rider and every trainer 
to have a Derby winner. 

“T didn’t realize I’d won it ’til I pulled 
up around the seven-eighths-pole. I almost 
jumped off Ponder when it hit me.” 

Ponder was 16-1 in the Derby and train- 
er Ben Jones had said publicly that his 
colt didn’t have much chance in the big 
race. 

“As I remember it, Mr. Jones told Mr. 
Wright that Ponder had come up to the 
race sharper than he’d ever been before. 
and that he’d beat more horses than beat 
him. But I don’t think he expected to 
win.” 

Steve’s father dealt in horses and cattle 
around the Middle West and Steve travel- 
ed with him through Nebraska, Colorado, 
South Dakota, and Kansas. When he was 


-10, Steve started breaking horses to ride. 


continued to break them for 4 years. 

His uncle, Ed Orin, purchased a Thor- 
oughbred horse and Steve rode him in 
state fairs. The boy was on his way. The 
next year, 1938, he broke his maiden at 
Shreveport. By 1941 he was leading rider 
on the Illinois circuit. He went on to 
make a habit of leading jockey standings 
in Illinois through the 1940’s. 

In April of 1949 he signed with Calu- 
met Farm, which, as usual, “had a stable 
of running horses. 

“T got to ride Citation, Coaltown. Pon-

“Citation the best? I'd say yes, even 
though I didn’t ride him as a 3-year-old. 
Even after he got hurt he was a_ great 
horse. The day he went over a million 
(in the Hollywood Gold Cup) there wasn’t 
a horse living that could have beat him. 
That goes for *Noor. He was like his old 
self that day, and then they retired him.” 

Steve won his 3,000th race at Gulfstream 
April 1 on a 2-year-old named Tempest 
Tossed. Three days later he won the first 
3 races on the card. 


Athletic 


There were only 5 races between 
Steve’s 2.999th winner and his 3,.000th. 
There wasn’t much time for pressure to 
build up. 

“IT was glad to get over it,” he said. 
“A guy can get hung up in a situation like 
that and start trying too hard and using 
bad judgment. It sure makes you feel 
good to be one of only 8 jockeys to win 
that many.” 

Steve will be 36 in August. If he has 
nv weight or health problems he will ride 
for a long time to come — or as long as 


he gets good stock under him. 


He has the reputation of a “strong” 
Pp £ 


jockey, an excellent whip rider. 

“T’ve always been an athlete, always did 
a lot of running and chinning myself. 
When I take a vacation, I never let myself 
get out of shape. I can get up on 5 or 6 
mounts the first day I come back to the 
races. 

“Before I got into racing I thought a 
lot about becoming a fighter, even went 
into training. Don’t think I would have 
lasted long in that racket. I make 112, 
113 without straining and that’s my best 
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weight. I can make 110 for a stakes, but 
I’m stronger at 112.” 

In 1942 Steve was riding for Moody 
Jolley at Fair Grounds. George Swain 
had been Steve’s agent for 2 years, but he 
could not handle Steve’s book at New 
Orleans because he worked in the secre- 
tary’s office. Jolley urged Brooks to hire 
another agent. 

Steve had known Harry Howard, a 
wizened little man, for 2 years. Brooks 
approached him, made an offer. The 2 
have been together for 17 years. 


It has been a smooth relationship. “I 
think he’s the best agent in the country, 
bar none,” Brooks said. “He knows his 
business. In the afternoons he’s not wor- 
rying about cashing a bet, he’s worrying 
about getting me live horses for the next 
day.” 


Steve gets along well with the other 


riders. “Once in a while you have a little

You 
have to. You live with these guys all day 
long, all week long.” 

Of Bill Hartack’s numerous disputes 
with newspapermen, Brooks said, “We all 
have our own ways. Some riders are more 
high-strung than others. Far as I’m con 
cerned he’s a pretty nice fellow. Horses 
run for him, everybody can see that. Per- 
sonally, it never bothered me to sit down 
and talk with newspapermen. It’s like 
visiting. I don’t mind it.” 

Steve has been married for 17 years, 
and he has a 15-year-old daughter going 
to school in Dallas, Texas. He owns a 
home there, recently’ bought another house 
in Miami. He plans to sell his Texas 
kome, settle in Miami next winter, and 
bring his daughter here to go to school.

The Jewel 


New York. Jewel’s Reward ran well 
and true to win the Wood Memorial. He 
spotted his field condition (each oppo 
nent had run at least 3 times since Jewel's 

~ Reward was disqualified from first place 
in the Flamingo Stakes on March 1), and 
he beat them rather handily. He had 
only a half-length over Noureddin at the 
finish of the 9-furlong race. but the feel 
ing here is that it coud have been more. 

The most promising thing about Jewels 
Reward’s race was his ability to make 
more than one move in a race. Three times 
he was asked to run and 3 times he re 
sponded. 

Jewel's Reward was faced with early 


and late speed, and handled both. He 
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scrambled away from the gate with Nasco 
and for a moment it seemed that the 
Maine Chance colt would be setting the 
pace. But as they want past the finish 
line for the first time Pundit burst be- 
tween them. poured it on around the turn 
and opened a 4-length lead. The half- 
mile went by in :4645. 

Jewel's Reward made his first move, 
quickly closing the gap. Pundit was al- 
lowed a narrow lead around the turn, and 
when Noureddin began closing on the 
outside Eddie gunned his mount again. 
The third move, if it may be called that, 
came at about the sixteenth-pole. after 
Arcaro had been unable to pull away 
from Noureddin with a strong hand ride. 
A couple of licks with the stick sent 
Jewel’s Reward away to win. 

Jewel’s Reward did not bear out as he 
had in the Flamingo. He finished right 
along the rail, but not necessarily by 
choice: Noureddin had hipped him over 
to that position in the stretch run. Nou- 
reddin’s rider claimed foul, but the claim, 
of course, was not allowed. 

The near-perfect manners of Jewel’s Re- 
ward, both on the track and in the pad- 
dock, on Wood Day were no accident. 
Trainer Ivan Parke schooled the colt on 
Monday before the race prior to a public 
work. The schooling did not go too well. 
and it was 50-50 at one time whether the 
colt would go over backwards in the pad- 
dock. A second lesson the next afternoon 
brought better results, and Jewel’s Re- 
ward was as well mannered as any starter 


in the Wood. 
Comeback Horse 


Still another Wood runner was in the 
news. For the fifth time in his 2 years of 
racing Wheatley Stable’s Bold Ruler was 
making his way back to competition after 
a setback. After winning 5 straight races 
as a 2-year-old the long-legged son of 
*Nasrullah was forced out for 3 months 
when he wrenched his back in the starting 
gate. At 3 he went lame up front, then 
lost time later in the year when he tailed 
off after an injection for equine encepha- 
lomyelitis. This year, of course, his set- 
backs were due to a splint and a filled 
ankle, 

“As Fish (Tappen) said, ‘Everything 
happens for the best, even though it’s hard 
to believe it sometimes.’” said Mr. Fitz 
as he looked at his prize charge. ‘He’s 
better now than at any time since the last 
injury happened. It was odd, but what- 
ever was wrong with him was something 
I had never run into before at the race 
track, Sixty-some years, and_ still new 
things pop up, but that’s the way it goes. 
It had me baffled. There would be a swel- 
ling above the left ankle, and after he 
galloped it would disappear. Then it was 
tight back the next morning. He was never 
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lame on it, but you don’t have to take 
chances with your best horse. 

“I finally dumped the preblem on Doc 
Reed and he decided to give the area 
X-ray treatments, and that seems to have 
done the trick. I’ve never had him too far 
away from top condition but I hadn’t 
asked him for any speed until the last 
week. Now I want to make sure that it’s 
all right so we won't get interrupted 
again. Saturday I gave him a slow half 
and when the weather man said rain Tues- 
day I decided to work him again this 
(Monday) morning. He went a nice half 
in :4715 and five-eighths in a minute so 
you can see he hasn’t lost much condition. 
I hope to have him ready for the Toboggan 
and then the Carter at Belmont and we'll 
go on from there when we get past those 
2 races.” 

Earlier in the morning Mr. Fitz had 
insisted on a close examination of the 
injured leg. “Feel there, right above that 


Kentucky Derby Roundup 


The field for the 84th Kentucky Derby 
was almost certain to include these horses: 
Tim Tam, Jewel’s Reward, Nadir, Silky 
Sullivan. Ebony Pearl. Jet’s Alibi, Rellim 
S. W., Lincoln Road, Martins Rullah, 
Benedicto, Belleau Chief, Gone Fishin’, 
Hillsdale, and Talent Show. 

Tim Tam, wearing a hood with plexi- 
glass shields to protect an eye which was 
hurt in the Florida Derby. on Friday, 
April 18, broke Keeneland’s 7-furlong 
track record, beating Nadir a half-length. 
On Tuesday, April 22, he was sent to 
Churchill Downs. 

The Calumet Farm colt ran in fourth 
place, about 4 lengths off the pace of 
Roman Bow and Hillsdale, for the first 
half-mile. When Nadir moved up from 
third place at the top of the stretch, Tim 
Tam went with him. Nadir got the call at 
the eighth-pole, but Tim Tam slipped past 
him about 35 yards from the wire. Nadir 
beat Hillsdale by a neck. 

Tim Tam’s time was 1:221%, a fifth of 
a second faster than the record held jointly 
by Your Host and Iron Liege. 

Said Calumet trainer Jimmy Jones: 
“We were well pleased with Tim Tam’s 


race. We let up on him for 10 days be- -

Moody Jolley, Nadir’s trainer, said, “He 
had his head turned a little when they 
broke from the gate, and he didn’t break 
as well as he can, but he ran well, a big 
improvement over his last race here.”

Handled by Manuel 
Ycaza, he beat Devil Seas a head. 

Fouls were claimed against both Jewel’s 
Reward and Jet’s Alibi, but in neither 
case did the stewards allow the objection 
to stand. 

Lincoln Road and Silky Sullivan, and 
possibly a few of the other candidates, 
were to run in a 7-furlong race Saturday, 
April 26, opening day at Churchill Downs. 
Tim Tam and Nadir are down for the 
Derby Trial Stakes, on Tuesday, April 29.

Least expensive of the 437 yearlings sold at the 
1944 Keeneland summer sales was a filly by Petrose 
out of Valdina Sis, an unraced half-sister to Val- 
dina Orphan, which went to George White for 
$600. White sold the filly privately to J. F. Hines, 
of Cleveland, president of the Hines Flask Manu- 
facturing Company, who races under the name of 
the Great Lakes Stable. 

Racing as Mid at 2 and as Petrose Girl there- 
after, the filly won 14 races in 6 seasons and 
earned $25,350. Almost her entire career was spent 
in claiming races, at prices ranging from $2,750 
to $6,000. Hines retired her in the spring of 1950, 
and bred her to *Talon. 


Petrose Girl’s first foal was unraced, her second 
was the good winner Rockport, and her third was 
Kamadel. In 3 races at 2 Ramadel won a maiden 
race at Keeneland and an allowance test at Trop- 
ical Park. She was unplaced in her first start of 
1958, the Jasmine Stakes on January 22. 

After a victory at Hialeah Park on February 
20 and a secend at Gulfstream Park on March 31, 
Ramadel was sent to Keeneland, where on April 
10 she turned back Sequoia by a neck at 6 fur- 
longs. A week later the 2 fillies met again in the 
6-furlong Ashland Stakes, and Sequoia was favored 
at 13-10, with Ramadel at 39-10. 

Melody Mine and Ramadel went head-and-head 
for a half-mile. Ramadel opened a 2-length lead at 
the eighth-pole, and easily stood off Bug Brush’s 
strong finish.

Searching, with 121 pounds, became 
the highweight, and Nile Lily the favorite at 
2.90-1. 

Outer Space and Nile Lily raced a head apart 
for a half-mile, as Searching started slowly. Nile 
Lily weakened at the head of the stretch, but 
Outer Space enjoyed only a sight respite, Search- 
ing catching her at the eighth-pole.

Martins 
Rullah made up ground in the stretch to finish 
third, but he did not menace the leaders. 

Time for the 1% miles was 1:50%, with the 
last 3 furlongs in :38%.

Bred and owned by Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham’s 
Maine Chance Farm, Jewel’s Reward was foaled

Hirsch Jacobs, who won the Lincoln Special 
with Joe Jones in 1956 and with Paper Tiger 
in 1957, was expected to make it 3 in a row 
with Promised Land. Although he carried 5 pounds 
more than Oh Johnny and 12 more thar any 
other starter, Promised Land was a 4-5 choice 
in the 6-horse field. 

Navarette and Rockcastle, the only New England 
horses in the race, were finished after 6 furlongs 
of battling in the lead. The 4 invaders, none of 
which was far off the pace, moved together, 
and at the eighth-pole it was a half-length from 
Sharpsburg to the fourth-place One-Eyed King. 
Promised Land and Oh Johnny failed to sustain 
their drive, however, and One-Eyed King beat 
Sharpsburg a nose. Fifth choice, the winner 
paid $45. 

It was the second stakes win this year for One. 
Eyed King, which beat Encore, Better Bee. and 6 
others in the Magic City Handicap at Gulfstream 
Park March 8. He followed his Magic City win 
with a dull sixth in the Gotham Stakes at Jamaica 
April 5. 

Bred and owned by Harry F. Guggenheim, One- 
Eyed King finished second in the 1957 Biue 
Grass Stakes and third in the Hurricane Handicap. 
He received 108 pounds in the Blood-Horse Hand- 
icap.

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Racing Class and Sire Success 


Probability from Experience 


A little more than 2 years ago a promi- 
nent breeder posed a difficult question: 

What percentage of top-class race horses 
become successful sires? 

The question was difficult to answer 
for several reasons. There was no pre- 
cise definition for a top-class horse. There 
was no clearly indicated line of demarca- 
tion between the successful sire and the 
so-called failure. There was no body of 
information organized in such a way as to 
provide an answer, even if the terms were 
defined arbitrarily, and it would take many 
hours of work to assemble the data for 
an approach to the question. 

It was recalled, however, that in 1916 
the late Walter Spencer Vosburgh had 
listed in the Thoroughbred Record the best 
horses of each year in his half-century of 
close acquaintance with American racing, 
as writer, student, racing secretary, and 
handicapper. This list was easily extend- 
ed through 1940 by reference to the late 
Joe H. Palmer’s recapitulation of 25 years 
of racing in the silver anniversary edition 
published by The Blood-Horse in 1941. 
The later years could be filled in by 
checking a few references and making a 
few arbitrary judgments. 

The Vosburgh list gave the best 2-year- 
old, the best 3-year-old, and the best older 
horse of each year. In order to obtain 
a list in which each horse would appear 
only once, the horses named by Vosburgh 
and those selected to extend his list of 
divisional leaders were rearranged accord- 
ing to the years in which they were foaled. 
A casual run-down of this synthetic list 
of high-class horses indicated that some- 
where between 20 per cent and 35 per cent 
of the top-class males which became stal- 
lions were successful as sires. The 20 
per cent minimum was based on a list of 
stallions concerning which there would be 
very little question of their success. 

Too long for inclusion here, the list of 
best horses since the Civil War may be 
published later as a separate exhibit. It 
has only limited usefulness as data for 
study, but will be of interest, nevertheless. 
A more effective approach to the rela- 
tionship between racing class and degree 
of success in the stud can now be made. 


You Never Can Tell, But... 


The lack of certainty in race horse 
breeding is so well known that virtually 
every experienced breeder has uttered re- 
peatedly the familiar words, “You never 
can tell.” It is literally true, of course, 
that one never can tell what will happen 
with any single stallion, but the uncer- 
tainties involved are no more formidable 
than those in numerous other games of 
chance. The record of a sire is perhaps 
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as predictable as the outcome of the next 
race; certainly it is more predictable than 
the next throw of the dice. 

Probabilities concerning the offspring 
of a sire are affected by numerous factors 
unrelated to the genetic merit of the 
horse. Most important among these ex- 
traneous influences is the quality of the 
mares which become the mothers of his 
foals. The definitive study of breeding 
probabilities, based upon both parents, re- 
mains to be made— perhaps it can be 
attempted within the next 2 or 3 years — 
but it is now possible to give a preliminary 
report on the probabilities of sire success. 
insofar as they can be determined from 
the one most important clue. the racing 
class of the horse. 


For a study of this sort the average. 
earnings index provides the only inathe. 
matical tool now available. The index 
measures class only by approximation, 
but it permits summation and other cal. 
culations with less distortion, and with 
less intrusion of subjective judgment, than 
any measuring stick thus far devised for 
the study of inheritance of racing merit 
in the Thoroughbred. 

For the first attempt to determine rela. 
tionship between demonstrated racing 
merit and degree of success as a sire, g 
sample of 1,009 horses was studied. The 
group came very near to being a popula. 
tion, rather than a sample, since it in. 
cluded all but 65 of the 1,074 stallions 
with a total of 40 year-starters and with 
at least one runner in 1956. The 65 stal- 
lions absent from the calculations were 
omitted because it was impossible to ob-

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tain their racing indexes. *Royal Gem II, 
*Shannon II, and *Bernborough, for in- 
stance, were omitted because Australian 
records are not well enough organized to 
determine a base (annual average money 
per runner) for calculating the index. 

In most cases, however. use of the index 
permits foreign and imported horses to 
be placed in categories along with Amer- 
ican stock. 


The Tabulations 


Table I summarizes the raw data in 
actual numbers. Of the 119 stallions 
whose rate of earnings was at least 20 
times the average distribution of the years 
in which they raced, 6 had progeny in- 
dexes of 3.40 and upward, 3 others were 
above 3.20, 1 other above 3.00, etc. Of 
the 45 stallions with racing indexes be- 
tween 15.00 and 20.00, there was 1 with a 
progeny index above 3.40, 1 other in the 
3.00-to-3.19 range, 3 in the 2.60-to-2.79 
range, etc. 

Reading across the table reveals that, 
of the 9 sires with progeny indexes of 
3.40 and upward, 6 were race horses of 
the highest class, as indicated by the rac- 
ing index of 20.00. Of the 4 with progeny 
indexes of 3.20 to 3.39, all but 1 (Eques- 
trian, whose progeny index becomes 1.76 
if Stymie is omitted) had racing indexes 
in the highest category. 

Table II is a restatement of the data 
in Table I, using cumulative percentages 


for each column instead of the actual 
number of stallions. It shows, for instance. 
that 22 per cent of stallions with racing 
indexes of 20.00 and upward had progeny 
indexes below 1.00, and at the other end 
of the scale that 92 per cent of the horses

with racing indexes of less than 1.00 
had progeny indexes of less than 1.00, 

By subtraction (100 minus 77), it may 
be determined that 23 per cent of the 
sires in the highest category as_ race 
horses reached the level of success jindi- 
cated by a progeny index of 2.00. This 
is the group of sires ranging from the 
extremely successful down to the approxi- 
mate level of such good progenitors as 
Pilate, War Relic, *Bernborough, Ques. 
tionnaire, and Discovery. The chance of 
attaining such a degree of success is al- 
most as high (20 per cent) for a horse 
which earns 15 to 20 times the average 
expectation, but it declines rapidly as the 
earnings index falls into lower categories, 

The slight irregularities in the table are 
due in part to the relatively small number 
in some divisions and in part to the es. 
sential uncertainties of heredity and en. 
vironment. 

Table III is another derivative of Table 
I. It shows at a glance what percentage 
of horses at a given level of perform. 
ance, as indicated by the racing index, 
reached a given level of success as sires, 
as indicated by the progeny index. Of the 
horses in the highest category, as meas- 
ured by earnings, 78 per cent had progeny 
indexes of 1.00 or higher; 52 per cent 
reached 1.40; 23 per cent, 2.00; and 8 per 
cent attained the very difficult level of 
3.00. Among horses which earned 3 times 
average expectation but less than 4 times

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this basic standard, 1 out of 5 had progeny 
which equaled or exceeded average ex- 
pectation per year of racing, and 1 out 
of 20 had progeny which earned 40 per 
cent more than average expectation. 


Other Considerations 


Percentages in Table III may be accept- 
ed as approximations in establishing a 
basis for prediction; they give the first 
calculated basis for the odds. They do 
nothing, of course, to controvert the truism 
that you never can tell what will happen 
in an individual case. The longshot in the 
winner’s circle and the odds-on choice 
out of it are as much a part of Thorough- 
bred breeding as they are of Thorough- 
bred racing. There is no horse so good 
that he is certain to gain success in the 
stud, none so poor that. if he gets foals 
at all, he is certain to fail. Whatever 
hopes a breeder has, let him keep them. 
But the more he learns about the odds in 
the game, or in any other game, the more 
likely is it that the results will be in keep- 
ing with his expectation. 


The Best Sires 


From 119 stallions with racing indexes of 20.00 and upward, 
52.1 per cent with North American progeny indexes of 1.40 


Although racing class is by far the 
most important single factor to be consid- 
ered in estimating the breeding value of 
young stock, male and female, it cannot 
be forgotten that judgment on this basis 
is nearly always modified, and sometimes 
completely overruled, by subjective judg- 
ment of the less important factor of pedi- 
gree appraisal. The top-class male with 
unfashionable breeding rarely gets an op- 
pertunity in keeping with his class. Fur- 
ther, whether the horse is “well bred” or 
not, the full potential of his usefulness 
as a sire cannot be realized if the owner 
gives preponderant weight to his judg- 
nent of pedigrees in choosing mates for 
the horse. Man o’ War was a classic 
example of a stallion whose genetic value 
was diluted for many years by an almost 
constant selection of his mates on the basis 
of pedigree. 

There are opposite instances, of course, 
in which a horse has been labeled a failure 
even when his mates have been chosen 
according to the most rigorous standards, 
that is, according to their own class or that 


of their progeny. Some of these so-called 
failures are not failures at all; the label 
is attached largely because too much was 
expected in the first place. As the tabu- 
lations in this article indicate, the emer. 
gence of a top-flight stallion is always 
a long-odds proposition, since the number 
of “successful” sires is necessarily much 
smaller than the number of high-class 
runners. 


Summary 


From a study of the racing class and 
progeny indexes of 1,009 sires with 40 
year-starters or more and with runners 
in 1956, an attempt was made to determine 
the probability that a horse with a given 
racing index would reach a given level 
of success as a sire, as measured by the 
earnings of his progeny.

Horses in Training at Keeneland 


Venturing a springtime auction of horses 
in training for the first time in its history, 
the Breeders’ Sales Company obtained such 
results as to indicate that the sale, held 
on the afternoon of Monday, April 21, a 
the Keeneland pavilion, will become an 
annual fixture. Auctioneers George Swine. 
broad and “Laddie” Dance sold 84 head, 
mostly 2- and 3-year-olds, for $279,250, 
average $3,324. Of the 88 horses cata. 
logued at a minimum fee of $200 to the 
company, only 4 were withdrawn from 
the sale; 3 of these were excused on the 
basis of veterinary certificates. and the 
other, Hiddenaway Farm’s Slender Red, 
had been claimed. 

The largest consignors were Reverie 
Knoll Farms and Maine Chance Farm, 
Reverie Knoll disposed of 13 head for 
$51,300, average $3,946, getting a top price 
of $12,200 for the unraced 2-year-old filly 
Booty Robber. Maine Chance got $30,800 
for 10 head, including $8,000 for the 1956 
Prioress Stakes winner Royal Lark, which 
Reno B. Renfrew took as a recruit for his 
up-and-coming stud in Bourbon County, 
Kentucky. 

Best colt in the sale, on the basis of 
demonstrated racing class. was R. Doug. 
las Prewitt’s 3-year-old Terra Firma, win- 
ner last year of the Hawthorne Juvenile 
Handicap, second in the Prairie State, 
George Woolf Memorial, and Garden State 
Stakes. Despite the fact that he was in 
the bloom of condition and “absolutely 
sound,” he brought less than was expected 
by most observers. The bidding proceeded 
in multiples of $5,000. Trainer V. R. (Ten- 
nessee) Wright shook his head after an 
offer of $30,000 had been made, and Allie 
Reuben, of Hasty House Farms, declined 
to go above $35,000. 

The buyer at that price was H. E. Olson, 
a Chicago real estate dealer who had his 
first race horses in 1953. Olson had no 
horses last year, but he now has 2 2-year 
olds bought privately from Prewitt; thus 
all the members of his 3-horse stable came 
from the same farm. If there had been fur- 
ther competition, Olson was prepared to 
go higher for Terra Firma, he said. 

The new owner at first stated that the 
colt would be left in the hands of trainer 
Bruce G. Collins, who developed him. But 
a few hours later he turned the stable 
over to Prewitt, who expected to take the 
3 horses to Churchill Downs his week 
Terra Firma is eligible for the Kentucky 
Derby and other spring classics, but has 
had only light training since his poo 
race in the Flamingo Stakes.

Yesterday's Race 


Brokers Tip and Head Play 


There have been 6 “nose” finishes for 
first money in the first 83 runnings of 
the Kentucky Derby. This was the margin 
between Spokane and Proctor Knott in 
1989. between Azra and Huron in 1892. 
between Ben Brush and Fonso in 1896, 
and between Alan-a-Dale and Inventor in 
1902, In the last 56 years the only such 
close decisions were between Brokers Tip 
and Head Play in 1933 and Iron Liege 
and *Gallant Man in 1957. 

The 1933 renewal received almost as 
much publicity as the 1957 race, and in 


‘both years there were spectators who felt 


that the better horse did not win. 

Brokers Tip. by Black Toney—*Forter- 
esse, by Sardanapale, was the only Ken- 
tucky Derby winner that won no other 
race. One sports writer referred to him 
as “probably the worst colt ever to win 
the Derby.” Brokers Tip certainly does 
not rank with the best winners of the 
Kentucky Derby, but he was a long way 
from being the worst. If he had stayed 
sound, he probably would have ranked 
with the best of his year. 

Bred by E. R. Bradley and named for 
Walter Travers, New York stock broker, 
Brokers Tip had 4 races at 2, within a 
3week period from June 25 to July 16. 
On June 25 and July 2 he was unplaced 
in 544-furlong races at Washington Park, 
making up ground in the stretch both 
times. On July 13 he closed strongly to 
finish second in a 5'%-furlong race at 
Latonia, 

First meeting between Brokers Tip and 
fiead Play came in the 6-furlong Cincin- 
nati Trophy at Latonia on July 16. Head 
Play led all the way, beating Bobs Buddy 
by 14% lengths, with Brokers Tip a nose 
behind. The Bradley colt was almost 
eliminated at the start when he dwelt in 
the gate, and the chart-caller noted, 
‘Brokers Tip closed with a great rush 
and might have been best.” 


Head Play, by Man o’ War’s brother 
My Play out of Red Head, by King Gorin, 
had a much more successful 2-year-old 
campaign, winning the Hawthorne Juve- 
tile Handicap in addition to the Cincin- 
tati Trophy and earning $16,590. He was 
bred by R. L. Baker, who sold him as a 
yearling to trainer Willie Crump for $550. 

Brokers Tip started only once before 
the Derby in 1933. On April 22, at the 
‘ld Kentucky Association track, he was 
 fast-closing second in a race, 
beaten a neck by Warren Jr., one of the 
list Thoroughbreds to carry the Calumet 
farm colors. 

Head Play’s only preparation for the 
Derby was a one-mile purse, the fore- 
tuuner of the Derby Trial, at Churchill 
Downs on Tuesday, May 2. He won

easily over Isaiah, 
others. 

On Friday, May 5. Crump sold Head 
Play for $30,000 and 15 per cent of the 
money the colt won in the Derby. The 
sale had been rumored for several weeks 
before it took place, as Mrs. Silas B. 
Mason had told her trainer, T. P. Hayes. 
to buy a strong Derby candidate if at all 
possible. Crump held out for 2 weeks, 
then finally decided to sell. 

According to one newspaper report, 
Crump met the late C. H. Trotter in the 
Churchill Downs infield on the day the 
sale was to be executed and asked his 
advice. Trotter replied, “Bill, even if he 
does look like a cinch for the Kentucky 
Derby. I'd sell him. Thirty thousand dol- 
lars won't bow a tendon or spring an 
csselet.” 

Twenty-two were entered overnight 
in the Derby, but the prospect of a heavy 
track caused 9 scratches. Actually, the 
track dried quickly, and was good for the 
Derby. 

W. R. Coe’s Ladysman, best 2-year-old 
of 1932, and his stablemate Pomponius 
were favored at slightly more than 7-5. 
Catawba Farm’s entry of Mr. Khayyam 
and Good Advice was second choice at 
4-1, followed in the betting by Head Play. 
Charley O., and Brokers Tip, which went 
off at about 9-1. 

Bradley put Don Meade on his colt; 


Herb Fisher had the mount on Head Play; 
and Sonny Workman was up on Ladys- 
man. It was Meade’s first mount on Brok- 
ers Tip; Fisher was Head Play’s regular 
rider. 

Good Advice set the pace, followed 
closely by Head Play. Brokers Tip got 
his usual slow start, and remained well 
off the pace for a half-mile. Head Play 
moved to the front along the backstretch, 
and Fisher had no trouble repulsing the 
challenge of Charley O. on the stretch 
turn. 

Leaving the three-eighths-pole, Meade 
hit Brokers Tip, and the Black Toney 
colt moved up swiftly along the rail. 
Fisher let Head Play swing wide enter- 
ing the stretch, carrying Charley O. out 
but allowing Meade to come through on 
the rail. Head Play bore in gradually. 
and with a furlong to go Brokers Tip and 
Head Play were a head apart a few feet 
from the rail. It then was obvious that 
Charley O. was finished, and that Ladys- 
man was not going to get up. 

Although there were at least 30.000 
persons at Churchill Downs. no one ever 
has established whether Fisher or Meade 
committed the first foul. Most observers 
named Fisher, who leg-locked Meade in 
mid-stretch. For the last furlong the 
jockeys traded punches, blows with their 
whips. and yanks on their saddle-cloths. 
Meade paid somewhat more attention to 


guiding than did Fisher, and this probably 
saved the race for Brokers Tip. 

As the horses reached the finish, Fisher 
still held Broker’s Tip’s saddle cloth, 
leaning far out of the saddle. In his fight 
with Meade, Fisher had allowed Head 
Play’s left rein to drop loose. He kept a 
tight hold on the right rein, however, 
pulling Head Play’s head to the side 
sharply. Meade had kept Brokers Tip 
going straight. winning by a margin esti. 
mated at no more than 3 inches. 

Immediately after the jockeys began 
to pull up, Fisher hit Meade across the 
face with his whip. The combat ceased 
for a few minutes while the horses re. 
turned to unsaddle, then resumed in the 
jockeys’ quarters. 

Fisher lodged a foul claim, but the 
stewards refused to listen, holding that 
beth boys were guilty. A majority of the 
writers covering the Derby held Fisher 
primarily responsible, although many of 
them commented that Head Play prob. 
ably would have won if Fisher had kept 
a straight course. Others felt that Brokers 
Tip would have scored by a greater mar. 
gin if there had been no hostilities. 

The Daily Racing Form chart-caller 
was in Broker’s Tip’s corner. Notes on 
the race: “Brokers Tip, much the best, 
began very slowly, saved some ground 
when moving up leaving the backstreteh, 
but lost some at the stretch turn, then

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went to the inside and, responding to urg- 
ing and overcoming interference, was up 
in the final strides after a long, rough 
drive. Head Play, rated close to the pace, 
went to the front easily, came out when 
increasing his lead at the stretch turn 
and bumped the winner when holding on 
stubbornly.” 

Two days after the Derby, Churchill 
Downs stewards set Meade and _ Fisher 
down for 30 days each and gave Fisher 
an additional 5 days for assaulting Meade 
in the jockeys’ room. 

The rivalry was continued a week later, 
in the Preakness, but the Maryland race 
failed to satisfy those who were looking 
for a definite answer as to which was the 
better colt. Head Play won easily, but 


Brokers Tip popped an osselet and failed 
tc run at any stage of the race. 

Head Play failed to win in 7 starts after 
the Preakness, but he consistently gave 
good performances. He was second in the 
American Derby and third in the Wood 
Memorial, Latonia Derby, and Maryland 
Handicap. 

Brokers Tip was rested for about 6 
months after the Preakness, but he ran 
poorly twice at Laurel in October, and did 
not appear again until he was a 6-year-old, 
when he ran 5 times unplaced. 

Head Play also was on the sidelines at 
4, but he won 7 of 13 starts at 5, when 
he was second only to Discovery among the 
country’s handicap horses. He won the 
San Antonio Stakes, and the San Juan

Capistrano, Bay Meadows, and Suburban 
Handicaps and finished second in the 
Dixie Handicap. 

Brokers Tip began his stud career in 
Kentucky, then was moved to Wyoming, 
then to California. He died in July, 1953, 
at the University of California’s College 
of Agriculture, Davis. Calif. The only 
horse of his own class which he sired 
was the top distance runner Market Wise, 
which was in his first crop. 

Head Play, which spent most of his 
stud career in Virginia, had a somewhat 
greater opportunity at stud, and he sired 
10 stakes winners. Only one of these to 
rank among division leaders was El Mono, 
one of the best handicap horses of 1948.
